Governor On Firing Line. 


| Shortly after ten o’olock this morn- 
ing Governor Orothers took a seat on 
a bench in the lobby of the State 
House. It was soon apparent that he 
had gene into the primary election 
fight. Oounty men were bolting right 

es left. The opposition seemed to 
spur the Governor on to renewed ef- 
forts. He fought vigorously and ve- 
hemently. Uncomplimentary refer- 
ences were made to the gray matter 
in the heads of Democrats and Re- 
pulicans alike, but he was not per- 
sonal.

Saw. Tide Against Them. 
In the Legisiatute is an clement of 
Demoorats opposed to State wide pri- 
marios with the direct vote feature as 
compulsory. When they saw the tide 
was against them they were disposed 
to fall .n line with the Lee ideas, and 
Governor Orotbers could not dissuade 
them from their purpose. 
While President Gorman and Sena- 
tor Lee were inclined to get together, 
there seemed one irreconcilable differ- 
ence. Mr. Gorman wishes the bill 
passed so that the counties in which 
direct primary elections have never 
been held shall not be compelled to 
have them antil the people within 
these connties shall vote for a direct 
primary. They are to be given this 
opportunity at the first election to be 
held. Senator Lee will not concede 
thia point. Consequently he and Sena- 
tor Gorman are apart. Mr. Lee bas 
prepared for President Gorman an 
| amendment’ to hia bill to embrace the 
ideas that Mr. Gorman has outlined. 
He has suggested that they fight it 
out on the floor of the Senate with the 
understanding that the vanquished ao- 
quiesce in the result of the majority. 
Mr. Gorman has nut, it is said, taken 
kindly to this suggestion, for Senator 
Lee is expected to, steal most of his 
troons, leaving him with only a cor- 
poral's guard. 


Swingicg The Big Stick. 

lt may be that the big stick the 
Governor ia awingiug may yet briug 
a majority of Legislators in line for 
the Straus bill. He ia ignoring party 
lines. The Republicans as well as the 
Democrate are being invited to step 
upto hear what he has to aay. It 
happens, however that the Republi- 
cans are almost unanimously opposed 
to direct prmaries. Moreover, the 
atick the Governor is swinging has 
a tendency to keep them away from 
the primary bill, for he has let it be 
understood that he is opposed to the 
Digges plan of diefranchising the ne- 
gro unless a direct State wide primary 
election law goes with it aa a guar- 
anteo of a fair fight within party liner.

: 


_ To Prevent Negroes Voting. 


After a three-hour discussion on ev- 
ery suggestion In regard to the elimi- 
nation of the negro from local and 
State elections the Demoorats in cau- 
cus Thursday night decided to put 
through the Legielature the Digges 
bills. The ovly change made in the 
bills us originally drafted in that in 
the constitutional amendment to be 
voted on in November, 1911, the white 
voters of the State are to decide wheth- 
er or not negroes owning $500 worth 
of property and paying taxes on it for 
two years shall vote, 

Under the Digges bills, only white 
men will be allowed to register and 
vote in the election of 1911, and thus 
they alone will pass upon this qualiti- 
cation for the negro. The property 
qualification was suggested by Oity 
Solicitor Edgar Allan Poe aud was in 
dorsed by President Gorman of the 
Senate, and Messrs. W. L. Rawls and 
others interested in the question. 


Would Repeal Wilson Law, 


The Digges bills will be introduced 
in the House tomorrow. It ie expect 
ed that they will pass each branch of 
the Legislature under a suspension of 
the rules. 
tha bill the ballot law is repealed, 
but if the plan is held to be unconsti- 
tutional, 
laws, including the Wilson ballot, are 
to govern fature elections. 

The 6500 property qualification for 
negroes provides that a negro must 
have owned property assessed for this 
amount or more for two years, must 
have paid taxes on it for two years 
prior to his application for registra- 
tion and must show to the registration 
officials his tax receipts and a sworn 
statement that he owne the property.

While the caucus ‘way In eassion a 
number of the Republican members 
gathered in the corridors of the State 
House and discussed the provisions of 
the bills. They will hold a caucus and 
devise plans for ohstracting the bills 
or delaying their passage. Every 
parliamentary tactio possible will be 
used against them. It is not expectéd, 
however, that auch a course will} 
hinder the passage of the bills, as the 
Democrats have more than a three- 
fifths majority in each braach of the 
Legislature and can easily put them 
through.

Allentown, Pa., March 27.—As Chris- 
tendom celebrates the resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus Clirist, it is appro- 
priate that our hearts and minds 
should intelligently grasp the signifi- 
cance of the event commemorated: St. 
Paul laid great stress upon the resur- 
rection of the dead, declaring that if 
there be no resurrection of the dead 
ali those whom we counted as asleep 
would never have an awakening, and 
consequently would be as dead as are 
brute beasts. Note his emphatic state- 
ment to this effect (I Corinthians xv. 
12-18). For here as elsewhere his 
words contradict the thought that the 
saintly dead pass immediately to glory 
and the unsaintly to. Purgatory or to 
eternal torture. F 

According to the Gospel of Christ. 
of which St. Paul declares that he 
was not ashamed, the dead are to be 
esteemed as though they were asleep 
—at rest from all the commotion and 
turmoil and strife, ignorance and su- 
perstition and sin and trouble incident 
to the present reign of sin and death 
They have truly entered into rest, 
whether they were saints or sin- 
ners, Wheu the time for their awak- 
ening shall have come in the Millen- 
nial morning of Christ's reign of right- 
eousness, surrounding conditions. wil! 
be very different from what they are 
today, thank God! Then Satan will 
be bound, the Bible assures us (Rev 
elation xx, 1-3), and the ignorance and 
superstition, ‘selfishness and crime. 
which have for centuries marked his 
reign will gradually draw to a close. 
for the glorious Messiah-King will not 
permit them. His reign, on the con- 
trary, will be marked with the truc 
enlightenment of all mankind; and the 
result will be. as foretold; namely, 
“Every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess to the glory of God“ 
(Isaiah xlv, 23). 

Gradually the world will be brought 
to an Edenic condition, in harmony 
with the Divine promise. Indeed, this 
work may de said to be already be- 
ginning. Already, by artesian wells 
and irrigation processes and highways 
of travel and good roads and intelli- 
gent cultivation of fields, the ‘earth be- 
gins to bloom and the wilderness and 
solitary place to be glad, as foretold 
by Isaiah the prophet (Isainh xxxv, ). 

Under these blessed conditions “All 
that are in their graves shall hear the 
voice of the Son of man and shall come 
forth” (John v, 28, 29)—not all at once, 
but “Every man in his own order” (I 
Corinthians xy, 23). The saintly be 
Nevers, who -alone are fully pleasing 
to God, will come forth in the First, 
or chief. or preferable, Resurrection— 
come forth nerfect, on the spirit plane. 
nne unto the angels and like unto their 
glorified Redeemer, to be his Joint- 
heirs in hir Millennial Kingdom and 
its great ‘ork of resuscitating, in- 
structing and ruling nud uplifting all 
the “groaning” families of the earth 
(Romans vill. 22). Thus will bé ful- 
filled God’ promise to the spiritual 
Seed of Abraham, "In thy Seed shall 
all the familles of the earth be blesr- 
ed“ (Galatians III. 29). Gradually, after 
dealing with the living nations to some 
extent, the sleeping ‘world will be 
awakened, “Every man in his own 
order” (I Corinthians xv, 23). 

Our Lord assures us that all except 
the saintly few will come forth from 
the tomb that they may have a resur- 
rection—a raising up out of. sin and 
death conditions to righteousness, to 
the image of God that was lost by 
Adam; and that eventually, tf willing 
and obedient, they will receive God's 
gift ot eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. But the rebellious under 
those favorable conditions, we are as- 
sured, will be cut off from life entirely 
in the Second Death (Acts tii, 19-23). 

In speaking of the world's resurrec- 
tion our Redeemer designates it a res- 
urrection by judgments (Rev. Ver. John 
v, 28, 29). Messiah's righteous judg- 
ments will then be abroad in the 
world. The light of knowledge will be 
as clear as the noon-day sun. Every 
good deed ‘and endeavor will receive 
its reward and every wilfully evil 
deed will receive chastisements, cor- 
rections, to the fntent that they may 
learn the advantages of the way of 
holiness and go up thereon to life eter- 
nal, which the willing and qbedient 
may reach by the close of the Millen- 
nial Age. 

Through the prophet Daniel, the 
Lord declares that many of the world- 
ly who now sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall come forth unto shame and 
lasting contempt. We can readily real- 
ize the shame that will be theirs when 
the light of full knowledge shall pre- 
vail and al! of their past shall stand 
revealed to themselves and to others 
in its true colors. We can well un- 
derstand that this will bring contempt 
to many now. highly esteemed amongst 
men, But we can rejoice in the 
thought that the Millennial. Kingdom 
then to be In power will deal gracious- 
ly with all. The stripes of punish- 
ment will he tempered with mercy; 
and gradually by thelr change of cha. 
neter the contemptible’ ones will cease 
to be contemptible. The transformirz 
power of grace and Truth now operat- 
ing. in the Church will be equally force- 
fu) then, operating upon the world of 
mankind. As perfection is gradually 
attained the shame of the imperfection 
will gradually abate, while all of the 
shameless will bẹ“ destroyed in the 
Second Death. ‘Thus we see the DI- 
vine Purpose of the resurrection of the 
dead and our glorious hope, far differ. 
ent from all the fears that were taught 
us by the musty traditions of men,

not,” if that Is an Impossibility s0 far 
as the world in general is concerned, 
then It is an impossibility so far as 
Christ is concerned, Aud “if Chrir 
be not risen,” then all hope, all faith. 
is vain, And all preaching ts not only 
foolish, but worse. (See 1 Corinthians 
xv, 14.) “But now is Christ risen from 
the dead and become the first fruits 
of them that slept.“ The mere awak 
ening from sleep, as in the case of 
Lazarus, Dorcas and others, is her 
left out of the question. Nothing ‘r 
counted as resurrection except the 
full, complete raising up out of death. 
Our Lord was the “first that shoul 
rise from the dend“ (Acts xxvi, 23), in 
this full sonse. And he was a first 
fruits, or proof, that others still sleep- 
ing will come forth by Divine Power 
to be exereised by him in the resur- 
rection morning—the Millennial morn- 
ing. The Church will be the next in 
order—she is to be the Bride-Consort 
of the Great King and to participate 
with bim in his glorious work of up- 
lifting the race which fell from the 
Divine image into sin and death 
through father Adam. The redemp- 
tlou-price has been provided in the 
death of Jesus; and the time for br- 
‘ginning the great work of “restitution 
of ail things” merely waits until the 
completion of the election of the saint- 
ly Church (Acts ili, 19-21). 


Christ Arose From Hades. 

Preaching on the Day of Pentecost, 
St. Peter ‘declares that God raised 
Christ from the dead. Then in proof 
that this was the Divine intention 
from the beginning, he quotes from 
the prophetic Psalm of David, “Thou 
shalt not leave my soul in bell.” The 
Apostle's quotation (Acts li. 27) is in 
the Greek, in which the word hclt is 
hades. His quotation is from the He- 
brew, in which the word hell Is sheol— 
the only word rendered hell through- 
out the entire Old Testament. 

I am not stating this as something 
new, although I am confident that it 
if new to many of my hearers and to 
many of the elghteen millions who will 
read my discourse. in tomorrow morn- 
‘ing’s papers. For the sake of such, I 
note the fact that in the morning ¢ 
our Lord's resurrection, he said to 
Mary. “Touch me not; for I am not 
yet ascended to my Father and you 
Father; to my God, nnd your God 
(John xx, 17). I remind them further 
of the language of the so-called Apos- 
tles’ Creed, which is coming more and 
more into vogue with all denomina- 
tions and which declares, “He e 
scended into bell and rose again the 
third day.“ In a version of this creed 
published by the Presbyterian Board 
of Publication of Philadelphia, a: foo“ 
note very ‘roperly explains that the 
word hell here used is, in the Greek, 
hades, which signifies the state or con- 
dition of death. 

I consider this a very important mat- 
ter, which should be made widely 
known, because of the false conception 
of heli handed down to us through our 
creeds formulated in the “dark ages,” 
and since a misinterpretation of shea 
and Aades haa been given to the pub- 
lic mind—tiue impression that these 
words signify a place of torture. All 
this is wholly false, as every Greek 
and Hebrew scholar knows, and, i? 
cross-questionod, will admit. It is an 
important question to the public be- 
cause this mii. .u.. ception of the mean- 
ing of the word hell is driving bun- 
dreds, yea, thousands, away from God 
and away from the Bible. They cor- 
rectly reasoa that the. teaching that 
our Creator foreknew and Intended a 
hell of torture for his creatures is be- 
yond conception, beyond belief, and 
manifestly untrue, ns no holy being 
could be so unjust, unkind, unloving. 
It is Ume that all such should see that 
the fault lies with the creeds and not 
with the Bihle—that the Bible teaches 
a hell, sheo! hades, into which all go, 
both good and bad, and from which all 
will be called forth In the resurrection 
morning by the great Redeemer, 


“Leading Captivity Captive.” 

A better translation reads, “Our Lord 
ascended on liigh lending a multitude of 
captives.” These words aré a pen pic- 
ture representing a great Klug as a 
Conqueror returning from a victory 
over an opponent. The victor rode in 
a chariot ct the head of the proces- 
sion, surrounded by trumpets and ac 


1 claimers, and behind him followed the 


evidences, tue proofs of his yictory— 
either thos, whom he had captured 
and enslaved or, ns in this case, those 
who had beon captured and enslaved 
tnd whom iiie Conquerer had set free. 

The picture is graphic and wonder- 


tul. notwithstanding the fact that a 
considerable space has intervened be 


tween our Lord's trlumphant resur- 
rection aud ascension and the evi- 
dences ‘of his victory, which are fol- 
lowing after him. Of the great King 
of Glory himself, let us remember that 
after he bad suffered by the will of 
God, “the Just for the unjust,” that 
he might. set mankind free from sin 
and death, he was “highly exalted aud 
given a name above every name.” Hé 
was made “partaker of the divine ma- 
ture.” He was no longer a mau, for 
“Flesh and blood cannot igierit the 
Kingdom of God” (1 Corhmumus xv, 
500. True, he still has as oue of his 
many titles, The Son of u, which 
identifies’ him wich our race and the 
work which be isdn the process ef ac- 
complishing for. it and which he will 
finish during his, Millennial reign. We 
are reminded by the Apostle that he 
was put to death in the dlesh and 
made aliye in spirit—a spirit-being. He 
died as a man this side the vell, He 
arose a New Creature the other side

Under their 
ministration, supervised’ by the glori- 
fled onés beyond the vell, the work of 
restitution: and uplifting the captives 
of sin and death will progress until, 
at the close of that thousand years of 
the reign of righteousness, every hu- 
man being of loyal character will, be 
completely freed from the bondage of 
sin and death and imperfection and, 
with the Ancient Worthles, will march 
in the grand procession into the pres- 
ence of Jehovah God. 

Thus the great Redeemer and De- 
liverer will not only present- the saint- 
ly Church blameless and irreproach- 
able before the Father in lové, but 
likewise will liberate all who will of 
Adam's race, now asleep and degrad- 
ed. No wonder the Scriptures declare 
of the end of his triumphal procession, 
“He shall see of the travail of his 
soul and be satisfied” (Isaiah liti, 11). 

“And Gave Gifts Unto Men.“ 

All the blessings which, in God's 
providence, are not coming to the 
Church during this Gospel Age, and 
all the blessings that in the Millennial 
Age will flow to natural Israel, “the 
rebellious also,” and all the blessings 
that will flow through Israel and its 
New Covenant to all the families of 
the earth, proceed directly or indirect- 
ly from the great victory which our 
Lord Jesus “nalned over sin and death. 
Our text and context, as well as the 
Psalm from which the quotation is 
made, benrs out this thought, It is 
because ow Lord descended, because 
he left the heavenly glory, and be- 
cause, in birmony with the Father's 
will, our Redeemer left the courts of 
heavenly glory and humbled himself to 
become a man, and then “humbled 
himself to death, and even to the death 
of the cross.” that his exaltation came 
as a rewar“ of his loyalty to the Fa- 
ther's will. 

And in the Divine Plan it is because 
his resurrection body and glory wee 
a reward, a blessing—his earthly body 
and nature and rights had not been 
forfeited through disobedience—that he 
had tie latter with all Its privileges to 
bestow upon Adam's dead and dying 
race. He gave the merit of that sacri- 
fice, first imputedly, on behalf of all 
desirous of walking in his steps of 
self-sacrifice even unto death, that 
these might be, in the Father's good 
pleasure, counted as his members and 
companions on the heavenly plane. To 
this end the first gifts were bestowed 
at Pentecost; and all of similar class 
throughout this age have had oppor- 
tunity for participation therein. Ad- 
ditionally gifts of helpfulness and in- 
struction and assistance were provided 
through the apostles, orators, pastors 
and teachers of the Church—for the 
qualification of these saintly footstep 
followers for the work of service in 
building up the Body of Christ, until 
the elect Body shall bè complete 
(Ephesiaus iv, 11-13). 

Soon these gifts and blessings and 
privileges uow granted and imputed 
to the Church will be no longer needed 
by the class belng prepared for the 
heavenly jolut-heirship. Then the gift 
of the Millennial Kingdom, and 
through Israel the gift of the New 
Covenant (Jeremiah xxxi, 31), will be 
bestowed upon the blood-bought world, 
granting to them individually the op- 
portunity of recovering from all their 
defilement and Imperfection. 

Let us then hall this great Redeemer 
and Dellverer Lord of all! Let us bow 
our hearts to him now and voluntarily 
put on the yoke of his service and suf- 
fer with him “outside the camp," that 
‘we may be accounted worthy of shar- 
ång with him in the glorious work of 
his Millennial Kingdom as his Bride 
and Joint-heir (Hebrews XIII. 11-13).

CROSBY REPORTS ON | 


State Roads Work—Says Surveys Of The 
State ‘Properties Have Been 
Discontinued. 


la the Third Report on State High- 
way Construction, by Walter Wilson 
Croaby, chief engineer, which has just 
been published, the period of activity 
in roałs consttaction from January 1. 
1908, to January 1, 1910, ia oovered 
with minute and statistical attention 
to detail. In the introduction Mr. 
Crosby states that the highway di- 
vision has continued, during 1908 and 
1909, its study of the conditions per- 
taining to the roads of the State and 
ita work on the road map of the 
State. The survey of State properties 
begun in 1904 have been discontinued 
owing to laok of means to pursue 
them, as have also, since April, 1909, 
the free testing of road materials and 
the furnishing of advice concerning 
road and street work, to the towns aud 
counties of the State. The decision 
of Governor OCrothers that only $5000 
of the $10,000 appropriated for the use 
of the highway division in 100 should 
be drawn from the Treasury necessi- 
tated such a change inthe policy or 
the oftice.’’ 


Attended Paris Conference. 


Mr. Crosby especially refers to the 
mecessity for responding to the re- 
quirements of the rapidly increasing 
automobile traffic in the State, and 
adda that every effort has been mude 
to meet this demand. In 1908, he 
states, he asked for and was granted 
leave of absence to visit, at his own 
expense, the International Koad Con- 
ference at Paris, called by the Frevoh 
Government especially to consider this 
question. Mr. Crosby reports that he 
returned feeling greatly repaid for 
the trip. He states that the American 
delegates, twenty in number, returned 
with the unanimous opinion that the 
best American practice in construction 
is in no way behind the foreign, and 
that the solution „of the problems 
breught about by the change of trato 
conditions is uo farther advanced 
abroad than it is here. 

Up to May 1, 1909, the report shows 
that 640 tests of roads and street ma- 
terial were ‘made for the public au- 
thorities. Since that time 107 bave 
been made, mainly for the city. 

‘* Under the State aid to high wars, 
or Shoemaker, law, the demands on 
this office have exceeded those of any 
previous year. During the period as 
high as 106 miles of road, aggregating 
in cost over $853,870, bave been under

Many Good. Bilis Passed—Party Pledges 
Redeemed. 


The session of the 1910 Legislature 
came to an end on Monday night, and 
while. the Senate ved up to its repu- 
tation for dignity and solemnity in the 
closing hour of the session, the House 
gave full reign to fun and gayety, and 
the session came to an end in an up- 
roar of wirth and good fellowship. 

The session just closed has been a 
remarkable one from many standpoints, 
and its actain many of the bills passed 
i will go down as epochs in the history 
of the State. Despite the hard and 
desperate fight made by the public ser- 
vice corporations of the State, many 
bills regulating them demanded by the 
‘public were passed, although in several 
cases the legislature kept the public 
on the uneasy seat clear up to the last 
few kours of the session, 

The primary bill passed, while a 
disuppointment as far as Wicomico 
Ooonty is concerned, yet is a big step 
iu the right direction—and if several 
of the counties bad not been excepted 
and given @xefendum would for the 


party in this respect. Other pledg- 
es were redeemed and apparently in 


spirit as well as in form. 


Governor Crothers in commenting 
upon the work of the Legislature has 
the following to say: 

“While the session of the Legiala- 
tore began with an exhibition of ex- 
travagance in the appointment of em- 
ployees, which made a bad impression 
and cansed much apprehension: of its 
further conduct, it closes the session 
after having enacted more good, whole- 
some lawa than any other Legislature 
that 1 bave ever known. 


Products Of The Session, | 


It might seem strange for me to 
say this without enomerating some of 
the work of the session. Among the 
important measures enacted, the fol- 
lowing may be mentioned: 

„The Publio Service bill. 

„The bills for. the State care of the 
insane with an appropriation of $600,- 
000 for bulldings and a building and 
cadre for the colored Insane. 

The Lunacy bill, making most ex- 
cellent provision forthe supervision of 
asylums by the Lonacy Commission. 

The Pure Food Law, second to no 
similar law in the country. 


“A Vast Step Forward.” 


A primary election law, which, 
while it does not go as faras I wished, 
still isa vast step forward. 
it the primaries will be conducted by 
the sworn officials of the State and 
their integrity and honesty will be 
guarded by, law and enforced by pen- 
alties. The law will apply to the 
city of Baltimore and eighteen conn 
ties. While the State officialy will not 
be nominated by direct vote, still th 
names of its candidates will be on the 
ballots and to that extent the people 
can control. 

„A naw assessment law- for all the 
counties, except two, whivh have Just 
completed a reassessment. 

A banking law long demanded by 
the banks as well sa by the people for 
thefr protection. This law will sub- 
ject hanks to a scrutiny, will. agfe 
guard deposits and will put State 
banks on as high a plane as national 
banks. 

The automobile law nut only pro- 
vides for the aafety of travelers on the 
roade, but imposvs a license tax which 
will yield a large vum for the main- 
tenance of the State highways, 


Harmony On Road Work. 


„The work of road ‘making by the 
State Roads Commission and that by 
the Geologioal Survey under the Shoe- 
maker law has been consolidated.

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‘Brooklyn. N. I., Apri! 8—Pastor O. 
T. Russell of Brooklyn Tabernacle 
preached bere twice today to. splendid 
audiences. One of his discourses. was 
entitled, “The Overthrow ot. Sathn’s 
Empire.” The other, which we report. 
was on the necessity for the Millen- 
nium from the text above quotea 
Pastor Russell saig:— 

Respecting two matters there can 
be ‘tio question: 

Al) That the early Church thorough: 
ly believed in a Millennial Kingdom. 
hoped for it, prayed. for. it—“Thy 
Kingdom come; thy will be done on 
earth us it is done in heaven.” 

it iws equally certain that today 
the doctrine of the Millennium is ta- 
booed as “out of date”—out of har 
mony with the views of the High 
Critics uud Brolutionists, who are 
filling practically all the chairs in our 
colleges and the majority of the pul 
pits of Christendom. 

What has led to this radical change 
ou the part of the religious wise men 
of all denominations? Have they tak 
en u step fm advance! or are they de 
parting from the path—from the teach. 
Inge- of the Inspired Word of God“ 
That they bave left the Word of God. 
that they make light of it, chat they 
profess far more wisdom and ability 
than the writers of the Bible and x 
higher tmrellecrual inspiration than 
they. is indisputable. The qüestion 
for us is. Will Christians In consider- 
able numbers follow these leaders 
away froin God, away from all Divine 
revelation? Will we put our trust in 
literary princes who claim the right 
to instruct the world, not by Divine 
appointment or authority, but by vir- 
tue of their large amount of self 
esteem? à 

The present day concept of the 
Church of Christ is that God planted 
it amongst men as leaven in a batch 
of dough with the intent that it should 
propagate itself until the entire: mags 
would be envened. But the Bible 
apostolic concept of the Church's mes. 
bage is the very feverse of this—that 
it la planted in the world, not with a 
view to converting the world, but où 
the contrary to keep Itself separate 
from the world and to draw to Itself 
“As many as the Lord your God shall 
call” of the pure in heart—to sacritice 
earthly interests for Divine interesin. 
unto. death, and later, by the First 
Resurrection, to enter into the heaven 
ly glory of the Redeemer as his 
“Bride.” his “Wife.” his “Joint-Heir” 
in the. Kingdom glory and the. Kingdom 
work. And the work of that Kingdoin 
is set forth to be the “blessing of all 
the families of the earth.” 

The two views arego radically oppo- 
site that none should confuse them in 
their minds, If one is right, the other 
is wrong. If one is Scriptural, the 
other is unscriptural. In the above 
item Dr. Rrawu admits that the Scrip- 
tural view entertained by e early 
Church contemplated the Church ip 
suffering and in a temporary or taber 
nacle condition lu the present life and 
promised a share with Christ in his 
reigu in power and great. glory, as 
God's Kingdom during the Millennium, 
The safe, the proper, the right course 
is to go back and take up afresh the 
doctrine of the Millennlum—the doc- 
trine that the faithful ot the Church 
now being tried and tested will consti- 
tute the glorious Kingdom of God's 
dear Son after their change from 
earthly to spirit- conditions in the 
“First Resurrection” (1 Corinthians 
xv, 42-44). 


The Laymen's Movement. 

God bless the Christian Endeavor 
and Epworth. League and Students 
Missionary League and the Laymen's 
Moyement, all intent on “Storming the 
world for Jesus.“ We bear them wit 
ness that they bave, n zeal for God 
which we kreutiy admire and would 
encourage Rut their zeal is “not ac 
cording to knowledge.“ and la there 
fore considerably misdirected.

Les. it is 
as absolutely irrational to think of 
converting the world, as it ia unserip- 
tural to believe that God ever xu ve us 
that impossible commission, The Unit- 
ed States. census reports show that 
there are wien iis many beathen to- 
day there were n century ago. The 
Word athen carries to many å very 
wrong impression. Many, noble-heart- 
ed Christians hare gone un mission- 
aries to the ‘heathen wholly. unpre:

Preach the Gospel to All Nations. 

Our Lord's Instruction was that bis 
people should preach the Gospel in nii 
the. world for a witness—not to convert 
all the world. but for a “witness” to uii 
the world. The mission of the Gosnei 
is to select the Kingdom class, a “little 
Hock.“ The first opportuyity to be 
come members of this Royal Priest- 
hood was offered to the Jews and, aft- 
er the gathering of a remnunt from 
them, und after their nations! rejets 
tion, the mesxage was to go to the 
whole world irrespective of national 
lines, boundaries or lunguage—any- 
body, everybody having the “hearing 
ear,” was to be instructed respecting 
Christ and the opportunity of becom- 
ing his disciples by a full consecration 
of mind and body, time and talent. 
even unto death. These were to be 
promised the reward of u share in the 
First Resurrection; to be members of 
the Royal Priesthood which, during 
the Millennial Kingdom ot Messiah 
will bless all the remuining families 
of mankind—all the non-clect. 

We are not complaining about the 
faflure to convert the henthen! We 
are not faulting the missionaries! We 
are taking the Bible stand that all of 
God's purposes are being accomplist- 
ed: that God's Word is accomplitshing 
“that whereto it was sent“ (Isaiah Iv. 
11); that it was not sent to conyert 
the worlds but to gather an “elect” 
sample or “first-frujts” from al) na- 
tions (Revelation xiv, 4). Let cirilizing 
influences continue in henthendom. ns 
well as in Christendom. But let ail 
Christians, missionaries and others 
know assuredly that their labor is no“ 
in vain if they are seeking for the 
Lord's jewels to the best of their abi! 
ity. I am In touch continually with 
laborers in India and ‘Africa and weil 
know that the pure Gospel of Christ 
is not grentiy affecting their teeming 
millions But the Gospel of the King 
dom is seeking out, blessing, sancti- 
fying. bappifving, encournging some. 
here and there; some, who hare enra 
of faith. ro tent. eyes of faith to xee, 
and obedient hearts to obey the “call” 
to suffer with Christ and by and by 
tọ reign with him for the effectuai 
blessiug of all the fa milles of the 
earth. by uplifting the willlug ou: 
of their present Tonditions of sin aud 
degradation. and death. 


The Millennium a Necessity. 

We have shown the value and* ne 
essity for the doctrine of the Miller: 
nium—thar all Christians who would 
hold fast to their Bibles as a’ faith- 
anchor and who would make progress 
in their study of the Word and be 
co-laborers with God in the gatherin: 
of “the elect" need to see that the 
elect only nre now called to be heirs 
of the Kingdom for which we pray.

Other scientific men have been study- 
ing the increase of Insanity and telling 
us that progress in this direction is 
terrific. Some have estimated that in 
less than two hundred years the en- 
tire world, at the present rate, will be 
insane. How opportune it would be 
for the Millennial Kingdom of the 
great Life-Giver tb be ushered in with 
its uplifting influences, mental, morat 
and physical! ' Fas 

Last but not least the combination 
of wisdom aud selfishness in our day, 
known as Unions and Trusts, is so lu- 
fiuentia) that prices in every commod- 
ity are rising. Yet the trusts are not 
quite ripe yet. Their managers have 
not fully learned their power. Grad- 
ually the upper and the nether ‘mill- 
stones will apparently be drawn closer 
together, while necessity will force the 
masses. through the hopper. How 
great would those “giants” 
within another century or so, it the 
Millennium be not ushered in tn the 
interim to lift the poor and needy out 
of the dunrhill"—using the scriptural 
figure of the work of the Kingdom:

Thing in New York—Gare for Children 
While Mothers ‘Shop. 

Service: of the most highly specialis- 
ed kind is nothing new in New York. 
Indeed, with special valeta for pet 
dogs and cats, whose only duty is to 
look after the comfort of their four 


footed charges, governesses for poet 
monkeys and instructors. to teach 
parrots foreign languages, the limit 
would seem to have been reavhed. 
Tnat it was not is evidenced by the 
arrival of the two newest servitore ap 
to date—the taal governess and the 
doorman nurse 

Contrary to their titles, the govern 
ess does not look after taxioabs nor 
the doorman take care of a door. The 
field. of usefulness for the former is 
confined to caring for children taken 
by their mothers in taxicabs on shop- 

ng or calling tours. Lacking a nurse 
of her own the mother who wishes to 
give her youngster a ride without tho 
bother of taking him into the stores 
or the risk of leaving him alone in 
the vehicle calls in the taxi nurse. 
Her duty it is at so much an hour to 
look after the youngster during the 
expedition. 

The doorman nurse 18 n less expen- 
sive luxury of the samo kind. Ohil- 
dren may be left in bis charge at tho 
doora of the large stores, botels or 
apartment houses by the mothers who 
cannot afford a taxi governess to look 
after them while ale is inside. 

Of tie two the taxi governess has 
ounsiderable advantage aside. from 
higher pay over the doorman nurse.

attract far less amazed admiration. ` 
For Helle had at à bound abridged 
the vast chasm between the huge, 
cumbersome, old-time clock; with ita 
weighty, awkward. méchanism, and 
the .compact timepiece that could 
readily be borne from place to place. 

For fully 2,000 years our’ forefa-, 
thers had been wrestling, in's slow, 
unprogressive way,. with the problem 
of computing ume. And that long 
struggle is, one of the most interesting 
conflicts in the history of progress’ In 
earlier men id time” by thé posi- 
tion of the zun in the hesveus. That 
art is still possessed, in a Wonderful 
degree of acturacy, by wooddsmen in 
many parta of America. Later, the 
sun dial was invented ‘by some un- 
known genius and for centuries was 
looked on as the only possible way of 
determining the hours. 

But at night or in oldudy weather 
the sun dial was utterly useless and 
in the course of events the clepsydra 
(water clock) took its place. The 
“Anceetote of ee bee hey 

Modern ‘Clocks. with a very small 
Dole at the bottom. This bottle was 
filled with water, and dy the period 
required for the liquid to escape, time 
was computed. The hour glass, ù 
variation on this Idea, was also in une. 
It consisted’ of two glass hemispheres, 
connected by a-narrow tube. One of 
the hemispheres was filled with sand. 
The tube was’ of euch a alse that . 
actly one hour’ ‘was ‘required for the 
pouring of the sand from one conipart- 
ment to the other. 

The clepsydra; however, ‘was the an- 
cestor of the modern clock, for in 
time it was developed into an appa- 
ratus fitted up with á dial and with 
an indicator that was ‘moved from 
point to point by ‘the ‘varying pressure 
of the water. Archimedes, it is said, 
was the man to whom it rut occurred 
to substitute’ weights for water. An 
Improvement was later made on this 
contrivance dy plating’ balls of metal 
in such á positión” on the clepaydra 
that at the “end of each hour’ they 
should fall against a gong. ‘Thus che 
“striking clock” originated. 

Alfred the ‘Great; king of ‘England, 
invented a variation on the clepsydra. 
He computed the size a candle must 
be to burn from dawn to dawn. Then, 


vy cutting notches at regular dis- 


tances in this candle, he divided: the 
day and night into regular intervals. 
But he went no further into the. de- 
velopment of his ‘idea. 

It was in the far east that clocks 
dad their real origin. The ‘Saracens 
evolved the theory ot welthte and 
wheels and striking apparatus, con- 
nected with the marked dials and in“ 
dicators., The Crusaders; after their 
Palestine wars, carried back 
eastern customs to Durope, 
king, among others. Great clocks— 
some of them still in ezistence were 
constructed in various -monasteries 
and oh to be gaped at by the 
populace: as uncanny, oven super- 
natural. Monks made improvements 
in such clocks now and then. In fact, 
many features of the modern olock - 


maker's art are due to these friars. 


England and France, in those times, 
were fonder ot war than ot invention. 
So: it was in Germany that clockma- 
king flourished most. Instead of using 
@ striking apparatus for clocks, some 
of these Germans -constructed with 
bellows tiny roosters that crowed. the 
hour; the rooster’s crow being popu- 
larly supposed to usher in the day.

What The Governor Says. 


The Governor says in part :— 

It is the high privilege of the 
Legislature in the discharge of ita ob- 
ligations to itself and to the people ot 
the State to follow the salatary action |

| appropriate steps for the exposure aud 
desttuotion of combinations and con- 
spiracies against the just use of the 
law-making power abd by providing 
suitable protection against the revur- 
rence of such abuses. This is a prom- 
ising opportunity to purene the open- 

| ing trails of corruption, to reveal il- 
licit methods nnd agenoies, to uncover 
the perfidovs influences which have 
dishonored the State and thus to aid 
in securing the wholesome exercise of 
ita beneficent authority. 


Important as will be the whole- 
vome ansd corrective influence of pub. 
lioſty with respect to these matters, 
the purpose and result of the inquiry 
extend beyond the bounds of mere dis- 
closure. No subject deserves mure 
thorough consideration to the end than 
the opportunities of those who are 
willing to buy legislative favor or to 
use representative powers for personal 
profit should be limited to the utmost 
degree, 

“I, therefore, recommend au imme» 
diate, impartial, thorough and un- 
sparing investigation into legislative 
Practiows and procedure and into the 
use of corrupt or improper means for 
the promotion or defeat of legislation, 
snoh inquiry not to be limited to, but 
suitably to embrace, the matters ad- 
duced in the recent proceeding by the 
Senate and those presented by the re- 
port herewith submitted to the Buper- 
intendent of Insurance, in order that, 
80 far us evidence may be obtainable, 
the actual facta may be known, and 
there may be a full understanding of 
the methods and agencies employed in 
connection with legislative proposals, 
and that well considered reuommenda- 
tions for uppropriate remedios may be 
made’? 


Insurance Companies Liberal, 


Superintendent Hutohkise, in his re- 
pirt, says that the result of the inves- 
tigation thus far warrants the state- 
mont that legislative expenditares in 
New York by insorance companies 
were particularly conspicuous in the 
years 1901, 1903, 1904, 1905 aud 1909, 
and notably significant in two or three 
of these years.

Legislature’s Own Fault. 


The Governor's opportunity to veto 
ie due solely to the management of 
the legialative session. If bilis are 
presented to him while the General 
Assembly ia in session, he must in 
case he disapproves them return them 
to the lawmakers with the reason that 
prompted this action. This Legisla- 
ature held back all its work antil the 
last two weeks. It then began to rush 
through.

On the Atlantic April Tenth. 

1 have chosen for my text a sen 
topic, a symbolleal prophecy which, | 
belleve, is rapidly neuring fulfillment. 
All Bible students recognize the fact 
that many of the Psalms are Mes- 
sianic; that is to say, they apply to 
the time of the inauguration of Mes- 
siah’s Millennial Kingdom. Some of 
them detail the peace and joy aug 
blessings which will then prevni 
amongst men, W hen the great leveling 
processes of that time will raise all 
the worthy poor and degraded ane 
will humble all the proud, esta’ gg ‘itn: 
Society under such new condition tint 
the new order of things Is symbotical 
ly styled in the Scriptures “a pew 
heavens and a new earth wherelr 
dwelleth righteousness” (II Peter til. 
18), Others of the Psalms describe lu 
highly figurative terms the work of 
the Millennial Age. For instance. we 
read: 

“Gird thy sword upon thy thigh, O 
most Mighty. with thy glory and thy 
majesty. And in tby majesty ride pros- 
perously, because of truth and meek- 
ness and righteousness; and thy righ’ 
hand shall teach thee terrible things 
Thine arrows are sharp in the heart 
of the King’s enemies; whereby the 
people fall under thee” (Psalm xiv, 
8-5). Here the great Redeemer is pic- 
tured as the glorious couquering King 
of the Millennial Age, and his victor; 
over every opposing influence is em 
phasized—"Unto him every knee shall 
bow and every tongue confess” (Isajah 
xiv, 23. His right band that will 
teach. terrible things is the symbol of 
the Divine power which will be exer- 
cised at the Inauguration of the King- 
dom. The sharp arrows which will 
pierce the enemies to the heart and 
cause them symbolically to fall before 
him slain represent his messages of 
Truth and Grace which then will con- 
quer as they do not now, except in the 
hearts of the few. A sample of those 
now slain after this manner by the 
Word of Truth is furnished us in the 
account of St. Peter's germon on the 
Day of Pentecost. He*preached the 
Truth plainly, thrusting in the “Sword 
of the Spirit" up to the hilt. He told 
his hearers how they and thelr ruler- 
had crucified the Prince of Life. The; 
were “cut to the heart,” and it was 
the greatest blessing that could havi 
possibly come to them (Acts ii, 2) 
SimpParly during the Millennium, thb 
“arrows” of Truth will sinite down u'i 
opposition; and mankind, cut to th 
heart with proper appreciation of th... 
own sinfulness und God's mercy, vi 
fall before be great Klug. uses 
mercy upon bis gracious terms—-1i..- 
surrender.

ye that labor and are heavy laden, nud 
I will give you rest.” And again, God 
declares his name to be Love and says, 
“Their fear toward me is taught by 
the precepts of men”—not by his 
Word (Isalah xxix, 13). He would 
have us trust him as a great, loving. 
generous Father, saying, “Like as a 
father pitieth his children, so the Lord 
compassioneth those who reverence 
him" (Psafm cili, 13), As love, more 
love, perfect love, comes into our 
hearts it more and more casts out the 
fear. which the Adversary would in- 
culcate and which has burned into 
men’s minds and consciences the 
“doctrines of devils,” to which the 
Apostle refers (I Timothy iv, 1). 

“Fear not their fear, neither be 
afraid.” says the Lord to those who 
are his people. “Let the peace of God 
which passeth all uuderstanding rule 
in your hearts!” Be faithful! Be 
trustful! Accept the assurance that 
“All things shall work together for 
good to those who love God—to the 
called ones according to his purpose” 
(Romans vili, 28). This class will uct 
fear when the earth shall be removed 
and when the mountains shall be car- 
ried into the midst of the sea. They 
might indeed be astonished and in 
trepidation. if these were literal moun- 
tains; but they are symbolkal The 
people of the Lord, under his instruc 
tion, will not be in darkness that that 
day shall o „take them as a thief, al- 
though It will come as a thief and us 
a sunre upon the whole world (Luke 
XXI. 35) In the symbology of the Bi- 
ble the term earth ls used to represent 
the social structure, as the mountains 
which constitute the backbones of the 
earth symbelize the kingdoms of the 
world supported by the socin! order 
As the éarth represents the fixity of 
the socinl order, the sea represents 
the restless, turbulent. dissatistied 
classes which lash ngainst the earth 
and continually seek to swallow it up 
The removai of thé earth symbolizes 
the disturbance of the social order. 
The swallowing up of the mountains 
in the seas represents the overwhelm- 
ing of some of the grent kingdoms of 
the earth by the uprising of the people 
in anarchistic rebellion against soctal 
order. 


“The Powers That Be Ordained of 
God.” 

The fact that the Scriptures prophet- 
feally describe the overwhelming of 
the social order and the great govern- 
ments of the earth must not be under 
stood to signify that the Bible coun- 
sels revolution or unurehy. On the 
contrary, all of God's people through 
out the Scriptures nre counseled to 
live peaceahiy with all men, so far us 
possible. They are counseled not to 
use carpal weapons, not to take to the 
sword for the settlement of disputes, 
but rather to suffer injury. They are 
counseled that God is the great Over- 
Lord, and thut although he is not now 
ruling direct!y amongst men he Is fully 
the Master of the situation In that he 
could at any time overthrow all op 
ponents. He does not acknowledge 
that his will is now done lu the earth, 
but tells us that it will be done by aud 
by and encourages us to pray and to 
hope aud to wait for it Ge tels us 
that Satan is now the “Prince of this 
world“ by virtue of the fact that be 
deceives the minds and hearts of the 
majority God would have his peo 
ple understand something of his great 
Program, but he would keep this bid- 
den from all others; hence the Impos- 
sibility of explaining spiritual things 
to a enrunt roind (I Corinthians il, 14) 
“None of the wicked shall understand“ 
(Daniel xii, (10) 

The great Creator has contented bin 
self with such n supervision of bumn! 
affairs ns leaves much responsibility 
in buman hinds. He merely inter 
feres to raise up or to cast down on 
oecusions when the interest of his 
Cause and Program may demand. For 
instance, tie case of the Pharaoh, 
raised to the throne of Egypt. in 
Moses’ day. God there raised to the 
Throne n mun of grent determination. 
and hindered from reaching the throne 
other wen vot so favorable to the car- 
trying out of the Divine Purposes, 
Thus, without interfering with te 
free morn! »eones of the king. God 
used the wrath of man to praise him 
and the rematnder he restrained Sim 
larly, God previonsly raised Joseph 
to the Govecnorship of Egypt for his 
own purpo 4 

The Prophet describes the camult of 
that day of overwhelming trouble 
when God's Kingdom will be estab 
lished, saying of the sea that wil 
swallow up the mountalus. “The wi 
ters roar nnd be troubled; the moun 
tains shake with the swelling thereof” 
(Psaim xivi, 3). It ts probably true 
that such socialistic and anarchistic 
roarings have many times in the past 
caused the kingdoms of earth and 
their rulers to tremble. But some day, 
according to the Scriptures, the final 
catastrophe will occur. How uear that 
day may be who can tell? Quite a 
good many earnest Bible students con- 
eur in the thought that such a climax 
is Indicated in the prophecies, for the 
year 1915, But be the date as it may, 
the fact remains. he prophecy we 
are examining is nearly three thou 
sand yearn old, but it 1s as good, ax 
sure, and as meaningful today as ever 
it was, 

We are not of those who would 
harass the minds of our fellows with 
fear, Rather we would point them to 
the-fact that behind this cloud of trau- 
ble there 48 u glorious silver lining. 
of Millennial joy and blessing for all 
the families of the earth, Rather we 
wonld encourage all who bhava the 
hearing car to zeal and, faithfGtnesy 
1 ona ee consecration, that they mity 


> 
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torture, put, as the angels declared, 
“Good tidings of great joy which shall 
be unto all people” (Luke it, 101. 


Deliverance of the Church Pictured. 
In the fourth and fifth verses fol- 
lowing out text the Church is sym- 
bolically pictured as the City or King: 
dom of God. his dwelling-place. And 
the stream of Truth is represented as 
a river mrking the City clean and 
fresh and glad. The proclamation is 
made, “God is in the midst of her! 
She shall not be moved! God shall 
help her early in the morning”—early 
in the Mi\iennial morning. The Church 
is to be “a first-fruits unto God.” Her 
salvation as the Bride ‘of Christ will 
be accomplished early in this Mil- 
lennlal morning. Oh, how glad will 
be all those accounted worthy of a 
place in that elect Church—"the 
Church of the First-borns, whose 
names are written in heaven!” “She 
shall not be moved,” is In agreement 
with the first verse in assuring us that 
God's people will be preserved from 
fear and doubt and misunderstanding 
of the events of that “time of trou- 
ble” and that their faith will enable 
them to triumph at a time when oth- 
ers will be in great distress and per- 
plexity (Luke xxi, 26). 


The Gentiles Raged. 
Beginning with the Gth verse the 
Prophet gives a brief synoptical pic- 
ture of the time of trouble and its 
consummation and the inauguration of 
universal peace. “The heathen (Gen- 
tile peoples) raged!” These words 
describe the tumult which will pre- 
vail amongst humanity in the great 
time of trouble before the climax is 
reached. “Raging.” angry voices arise 
from public meetings, and in the more 
private meetings of the lodges of La- 
bor and Capital, and through the col- 
umns of the Press to the extent per- 
mitted. In Germany the “raging” 
Press for some time has been muz- 
zled. The same is true in other na- 
tions. In Great Britain, in the United 
States and in France there is a fear 
of tumult through public Press “rag- 
ing,” and everything possible is done 
to restrain it. Whoever sees that an- 
archy is the most dreadful terror con- 
fronting Civilization must realize the 
wisdom of reasonable restraints upon 
his own tongue and upon the tongues 
of others, Nevertheless the Scriptures 
show us that all effort to suppress the 
tumult and the angry voices of men 
selfishly “raging” out against each 
other will fail. 

The prophetic picture continues— 
“God uttered his voice; the earth melt- 
ed.” The unfaithfulness of humanity. 
the clamor of greed, both in rich and 
in poor, will be answered by the Al- 
mighty, “Giver of every good and per- 
fect gift.” He will “utter his volce.” 
or, a8 another prophet declares, “He 
will spenk to the people in his anger,” 
for their correction, for thelr reprovul 
The result will be that the symbolical 
earth (society) will melt—the sochu 
structure of civilization will disin- 
tegrate. Another Scripture declares 
that that disintegration will be 80 
great that “every wan's hand will be 
against his neighbor.” 

But the Prophet hastens to assure us 
that in the midst of all this tumult the 
Lord will be with his consecrated pev- 
ple. We read, “The Lord of hosts is 
with us. The God of Jacob Is our 
refuge.“ This promise applies primari- 
ly to the consecrated Church of Christ 
—Spiritual Israel. But it also sec- 
ondarily applies to fleshly Israel, the 
Jewish nation, whioh will participate 
in this time of trouble, but be saved 
out of it, as the Scriptures declare 
(Jeremiah xxx. 7). In this time of 
trouble the Lord's jewels, bis saints, 
will be gathered to thelr heaveniy 
bome, after which Divine favor will 
begin to return to Isracl (Romans x}, 
25-30). 

The Psalm choses with a picture of 
the devast ‘lon which will prevail 
throughout the world as a result of 
human selfishness and  biiudness 
Capital and Labor will rise up to! a 
terrible catmeclysm of anarchy, uwful 
for rich and poor alike Only God's 
saints will chen have peace, and that 
because of thelr knowledge of the 
grand outcome: because of thelr faith 
in God and their wiillnguess to ac- 
cept whatever his providence should 
send. Mark rbe grand symbolic apos- 
trophe with which the Psalm closes! 
May Its lessons draw us nearer to the 
Fountain of Grace und give us rest. 
Beace and joy through obedience of 
heart to bim, “He (Immanuel) maketh 
wars to cense unto the ends of the 
earth; be breaketh the bow in sunder: 
he burneth the chariot in fire: Be still 
and know that | am God. 1 will be 
exalted among the heathen (Gentiles); 
I will be exalted in the earth.”

Charges of bribery on the 
part of our law. makers are entirely too 
common in this dountry, aud from ap- 
peurances there is ju t cause for the 
belief of the people in the power of 
money to influenve legislation. The 
courre of New York’s Governor could 
well be followed iu other sections 
with good resulta, It matters little 
when the offence was committed, the 
men corrupted should be exposed and 
have long wanted and worked for.

Sonato May Adi More Momy To. The 
Rivers And Harbors B. 


Zhe indioationa are that Maryland's 
intereata in the river and harbors bill 
will not only be protected, but that 
they will be given: even greater oon- 
sideration by the Senate than by the 
House, where the bill originated. 
There are now pending before the 
Senate Committee on Commerce a 
number of amendments which will in- 
crease the total of Maryland’s appro- 
priation by about $50,000. The im- 
provements for which increased ap- 
propriations ate now being asked are 
of the Rockhall, Queenstown, Ulai- 
borne and Oambridge harbors. Tne 
House allowed $60,000 for this work, 
‘but Senator Smith has now asked that 
it be made $80,000 instead. Then, 
again the improvement of the north 
west fork of Nanticoke river at Fed- 
eralsburg provided for by the House 
at a cost of $10,000 is now asked for 
with an additional 85000 appropria- 
tion. 

Two minor amendments are also 
pending. One of these provide for the 
removal of the bar at the moath of 
Slaughter oreek and the other for the 
deepening of Manchester harbor. The 
bill will be reperted to the Senate the 
latter part of thia week or the first of 
next.

Relics: of The Iron Age. 


A full description has just been 
published by the authorities of the 
Copenbagen Museum of Antiquties of 
some finds in three graves dating from 
the Iron Age, discovered at Juellinge 
in the island of Lolland, in Southern 
Denmark.

CHEESE MAKING. ON. THE FARM; 


Need.. Not Bo, Hindered.- Becaueo of 
': Bouglitén . 


Answers All ‘All: Purposes. 


Cheese making on “on the farm need not 
be hindered: because of the lack of a 
Doughten press. A home-made. press 
will answer the purpose very well. 
The accompanying drawing illustrates 
one Which is recommended in Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin No. 106. It is destribed 


Home-Made Press. 


as follows: “The lever should be about 
twelve feet long; a broken wagon 
tongue answers the purpose very well. 
Set a strong box, on which the mold 
may be placed, about three feet from 
a wall, post or tree; on the latter nall 
a siat and under it put one end of the 
lever. Put a circular board about siz 
inches in diameter the mold’ and 
on this rest the stick or lever. A pail 
containing a few cobblestones will an- 
swer for the weight. Do mt apply full 
pressure at first, but let the weight 
hang about half way between the mold 
and ‘the outer end of the stick. Let the 
cheese remain afew hours in the 
press; then take out and dress.” 


MANY CAUSES OF BAD BUTTER 


Directions, If Carefully. Carried Out, 
Will Make the Best Kind of 
Milk Product. 


The cause of poor butter on the 
farm may be traced either to a single 
poor condition or perhaps several of 
them. By carefully carrying out the 
following conditions first class butter 
should be produced: The cream should 
be kept in as nearly sweet condition 
as possible until enough has been 
gathered for a churning. Thig should 
then be soured or ripened. To keep 
the cream sweet, while gathering 
enough for a churning, keep the can 
containing it surrounded with cold wa- 
ter, or perhaps better, hang it in the 
well. To ripen, place it where it will 
become som t warmer, at a tem- 
perature of 75 to 80 degrees, until it is 
sour enough, then cool down to a tem- 
perature of 65 to 60 degrees, which is 
right for churning. Let it stand in 
this temperature for an hour or so 
before churning, if possible. This will 
cause the butter to come in a better 
condition. 


COVERED MILK PAIL FAVORED 


Dalrymen Prefer It Where Clean, 
Wholesome Milk Is Desired— 
Sensible Reform. 

The covered milk pail is growing in 
favor with practical dairymen every 
day. The open milk pall has been 
wholly discarded in dairies where the

alm is. to produce clean, wholesome 
milk. It is a wonder that the open 
milk pail has been used by the better 
dairymen as long as it has. There are 
many types of covered milk pails now 
on the market. Those with the fewest 
seams and removable tops are the 
most in favor with dairymen who have 
had experience in the use of covered 
pails. The introduction of the covered 
pail is certainly a sensible reform. 


HOW TO KEEP MILK PROPERLY 


State Dairy Bureau of Massachusetts 
Gives Nine Rules for its 
Use ard Care. 

The state dairy bureau of Massachu- 
setts at a recent meeting held in Bos- 
ton gives the following rules for the 
care of milk: 

1. Take in milk and cream as soon 
as possible after being milked or left 
at your door and place in the refrig- 
erator. 

2. Keep tullk and cream cold until 
ready for use. The bottom of the re- 
‘trigerator is colder than the ice con- 
talner. as 

8. If ice cannot be had wrap the bòt- 
tle in a wet cloth and stand it in a 
dish of water by an open window out 
of the sun; evaporation of water will 
cool the milk. 

4. Keep milk or cream covered un- 
til wanted, and in the bottle in which 
It is delivered; in open bowls or pitch- 
era they will ahsorb odors from food 
and collect files and dust. 

5. Pour from the bottle only what 
milk or cream is needed for imme- 
‘diate use, 

6. Milk or cream that has become 
warm should never be poured back 
into the bottle of cold milk. 

7. Utensils used for milk should’ be 
‘cleansed with cold water and then 
with boiling water; thoroughly drained 
‘and allowed to become cold before be- 
‘ing filled with milk. 

8; Wash and return all.milk of 
cream bottles daily. 

9, Have a separate quart of milk for 
“the baby; what he does not use others 
may have.

Messrs. Editors: 

The Legislature has adjourned and 
we have welcomed them back home 
(thanks to the 90-day limit) one to his 
ahop and another to his merchandise. 
The report that the members from this 
county would be questioned apon their 
return was groundless and those that

BABY CARRIAGE’ is. VERY OLD 


Perambulater Bulit More Than a Con- 
.tury Ago Resembles the 
“One Hose Shay.” 

A baby carriage, which has the 
reputation of being the oldest in the 
country, is in the possession of a Bay 
state man, 

Known to be over a hundred years 
old and the property of one family 
for over half a century, this ancient 
perambulator belongs at present to 
S. B. Budington of Leyden, 

This great-grandfather of all the 
baby vehicles and perambulators in 
the country is in itself no perambula- 
tor at all says the Boston Post. it 
is a true “baby carriage,” Not only 
in shape, but in construction, it re- 
sembles Oliver Wendell Holmes’ One- 
Horse Shay.” It is, in fact, built in 
every smallest detall after thé model 
of the two-wheeled chaises such as 
were used by the elite of a century 
ago. 

According to Mr. Budington, the 
small sons and daughters of whose 
family have for the last fifty years 
been hauled about in the old carriage, 
no one knows the exact history of the 
carriage. The address of its first 
owner has been lost in the mists of 
antiquity. The only identification is 
the name of its maker, Charles 
Field,” and the date, 1805.“ It is 
supposed to have come originally 
from some southern plantation in Vir- 
ginia and to have been brought north 
only a few years previous to the out- 
break of the civil war. 

Mr. Budington, then a young man in 
his twenties, got possession of it in 
1858. Shortly afterward he went west, 
journeying across the country to Nit- 
nois, where he settled in Cass county. 
The carriage, then regarded as an 
heirloom, was taken along. 

When Mr. Budington with his fam- 
ily returned east in 1864 he brought 
the carriage back with him to Ley- 
den, where he settled with his family 
and where he has lived since.

Use Light to Deceive Birds. 

At the London zoo there has just 
been completed an arrangement of 
electric lamps which is to be used dor 
nothing but the deception of the birds 
in the birdhouse. A switch outside 
the building controls the lights, and 
every morning before daylight the 
keeper turns on the current, As soon 
as the birds see the light they think 
the morning has dawned, and they im- 
mediately begin to eat.

Ou the Mediterranean Sea. April 17. 
— We ure nut far from the place where 
poor Jonah long ago had his sad ex- 
perience in his attempt to run away 
from the Divine commission to the 
Ninevites, We are nearing Jaffa, the 


port from which, he sailed, then called 


Joppa. Some. intent on disproving as 
much as possible of the Bible, have 
attempted to make light of Jonah’s ex- 
periences, claiming that there was no 
fish in the world of guch capacity as 
could swallow a man entirely. We 
fre to remember, however, that the 
Scriptures do not sny that it was au 
ordinary whale that swallowed Jonah, 
but rather they specifically declare 
that God “specially prepared" a great 
fish for the occasion. Nor Js this all. 
We bare our Lord's own testimony’ to 
the truthfulness of the matter, and 
whoever denies either his truthfulness 
or his intelligence is thereby denying 
also bis Messiabship and repudiating 
him as a Savior, because neither a 
falsifier nor a dupe could possibly be 
recognized as the great Redeemer and 
Savior, the Sent of God, the Messiah. 

Additionally our Lord informs us that 
the Jonah incident was in the nature of 
a type. especially designed of God to 
foreshadow the fact that Jesus himself 
would be dead for parts of three days 
and arise from the dead on the third 
day, even as Jonah was buried alive 
for parts of thre@ days and on the 
third day the great tish vomited hiw 
upon dry land. There is nothing diffi 
cult about the narrative to one who 
has proper faith in God. To those who 
have not faith, nothing connected with 
Divine revelation is reasonable, com 
mendable or satisfactory. Let us 
maintain our stand with those who 
hold fast to, and hold forth for others, 
the Word of Life. 


The Belly of Hell Described. 

But what have “the belly of hell“ 
and the poor soul crying from it to do 
with the story of Jonah? And how 
does the story associate itself with our 
journey today over the Mediterranen’ 
Deep? Jonan was the man who was 
in the belly of hell and whose cry unto 
the Lord from there constitutes our 
text. When a boy I heard this tex.. 
and my imagination conjured up what 
hell would be tike, and especially what 
the belly of heli, or what I supposei 
the middle part of it, would be like. 
I bad the opportunity of looking iuto 
blast furnaces through what is called 
the glory-hole or peep-hole. There i 
noted that thé center of the fire was 
at white heat. I tried to imagine peo- 
ple in such a condition in the very 
middle or belly of hell. I could uot 
imagine how they could survive such 
an experience a single moment, let 
alone for all eternity. I sought theo- 
logical expositions of the matter and 
learned that some theologians of the 
houry past, admitting tbe destructive 
effect of fire. claimed that God would 
specially vitalize all the poor creatures 
cousigned to this torment, so that they 
would never die, but would keep op 
suffering forever and forever and for- 
ever, untellable tortures. 1 found that 
other theologians explained that those 
consigned to such a fiery ordeal would 
gradually become adapted to it and 
assume uu asbestos-like shell which 
would measurably protect them from 
the fire. But these theologians went 
on to explain that, wishing them to 
suffer horrible tortures, God would 
scale off tbe asbestos shell, causing 
them to suffer still more excruciatingly 
every time the operation was perform. 
ed. Asa child I tried to imagine tha: 
this was the just desert of sinners, 
and that the Heavenly Father wa: 
really kind and loving—that he did no 
give them worse, though 1 could not 
think of “.ything worse that tbey 
could suffer: f 

“When | was a child, I spake as n 
child; but when 1 became a man, | 
put away childish things“ (I Corin- 
thluus xiil, 11), I asked for the proof 
that anybody could endure such sur 
ferings and yet live. | asked for th 
proof that our God is as unsympathetic 
as any dévi) could be. My mind rejected 
as irrational the whole proposition, | 
said: The God whom I shall worship 
must be a greater belug than myself— 
greater than any human being, not only 
in power to execute his will, but also in 
wisdom to make a wise arrangement 
for his creatures, and also perfect lu 
justice to do to them as he would have 
them do to him, if he were the crea- 
ture and they the God. He must also 
be perfect in love, the noblest feature 
of any churacter. I said to myself. 
Such must be the God who was the 
Creator of our race, for he has pro- 
duced in Humanity certain degrees of 
these varlous qualities und he conl] 
not give to man what he does not biin 
self possess, nor can we suppose that 
he would create man with mor? Jus 
tice, wisdom, love and power than he 
himself. possesses. To that grent God 
1 bowed my heart and mind and ever) 


wer that I possess. To him J sti 
w, and give thanks that by his grace 


1 bave come to see his character, his, 


Plan and his Word more clearly than 
in the past. I thank him that uow 1 
cap ace in what: way ultimately Jesus 
will ve the “Light ot the world"—not 
merely the Light of the Church (John 
VIII. 127. 

In abandoning the doctrine of eter- 
nal torment my disposition was to 
abandon the Bible Also, because 1 be.

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heard niy prayer for Nght, for knuw! 
edge respecting himself. After 1 bad 
made a senreh of heuthen creeds, as 
well as those of Christendom, and had 
found them all illogical, unreasonable, 
unsatisfactory, 1 turned to the Bible 
again, saying, Perhaps I have not done 
the Bible justice; perhaps I hare un- 
consciously attributed to the Bible the 
teachings of the creeds. Perhaps I 
have read It through colored specta- 
cles. Praying to God for guidance 1 
took up Bible study in a very differ- 
ent way from previously, I began to 
study the Bible us I should have done 
at first—without reference to any 
of the creeds. I began to let God 
teach me, 1 ceased to sax. It reads, 
“Thus.” but it must mean otherwise. 
It says, “So and so,” but cannot mean 
that, but the reverse. In other words 
I ceased to try to teach God and en- 
deavored to be taught of God through 
his Word. guided by bis boly Spirit. 


International Bible Studies. 

That was thirty-eight years ago. Un- 
der the Lord's blessing | found the 
Key to the interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures—not because of ability, but. 
believe, because it is now due time 
for the Bible to be understood—inu the 
closing of this Gospel Ayre nnd the 
dawning. of the Millennial Duy: Har- 
ing found the Key nud used it myself 
I have spent my best endeavors since 
to put the Key Into the hands of God's 
consecrated people ts, “world overt 
have nothing to boast of, dear friends, 
but bare much to be glad for First. 
I am glad on my own aceeunt with a 
joy unspenkable, that now I know mer 
Heavenly Father and can lave con- 
fidence in him and can have Jove for 
him, as never before. I am thankful 
that, to some extent. | have been en- 
abled to convey similar joys, similar 
blessings, to others of his deur people 
of all denominations in all parts of the 
world. The Lord bas gradually eu- 
larged my opportunities yeur by yeur. 
I am not building a sect—not waking 
a new denumination—not founding n 
Church? We have tad too much of 
that sort of thing already, Not only 
have we Wesley's Church and Calvin's 
Church, etc.. ete, but it has bevouns 
the custom for each minister to be 
spoken of us the proprietor of the 
Church; as, for instance, The Rever 
end Dr. A's Church. It has become a 
custom, too, for the preachers to speak 
of the people as “My people.“ “My 
Church.“ This is all wrong. € wish 
to have neither part nor lot in it. J 
have no Church. and wish for none 
There is but the one Chureh—the 
Church of Christ—"the Church of the 
Living God“ - the Church of the First. 
Borns, whose names are written to 
heaven.” That Church includes in its 
membership every true saini of God 
who trusts in the merit of Christ uud 
seeks to walk in bis footsteps, Whal- 
ever earthly systems such may be iden- 
tied with are without Divine unthor- 
ization. hair standing in God's siginn 
is merely because of their identitica- 
tion with Christ: as “members of bhis 
Body." 

In God's providence 1 was led to pub- 
lish six volumes of “Studies in the 
Scriptures.” or Bible Keys. These 
were taken up by the Bible and Tract 
Society, and published at cost price, to 
enable all of God's people everywhere 
to procure them. They are now pub- 
lished In ten of the most prominent 
languages. The first Volume, “The 
Plan of the Ages.“ bas passed the 
three million mark. { huve received 
not one cert of royalty. My life is a 
very simple one. My expenses nre 
Bmall, I accept no salary and take up 
no collections. Voluntary donations 
from those who have been blessed by 
my tabors supply my oeeds and the 
surplus goes to the Bible and Tract So- 
clety for the general forwarding of Its 
work--"The Promulgation of Christian 
Knowledge.” 

Each earnest Christian who obtains 
the assistance of these Bibie Keys and 
enters {Into the treasures of God's 
Word and becomes rich himself 'n 
spiritual knowledze and in joy and 
peace of hurt js pind to cal) the at- 
tention of «jlers to these Bible Keys. 
Thus the lorernational- classes of Bible 
Students kt afl denominations in all 
parts of the world are springing up 
and a blested lecht. we believe, is g 
ing forth from these, assistful to all 
who love r.ghteouspess nud hate In- 
iquity, Although I am the regular Pas- 
tor of the Brooklyn Tabernacle congre- 
gation, there are several assistants and 
I am privileged to speak to thinking 
Christians of various parts of the 
world, especially In the United States, 


Only the Lord knows how. thank him 
lus uus privuege of service, aud for 


the still larger opportunity afforded me 
through the columns of some of the 
principal newspapers of the United 
States. 

My sermons are handlea by a Syndi- 
cate, and I um advised that now they’ 
appear in veurly tive hundred news- 
papers, aggreguting n cir ulution of 
six million copies, on necurding to 
newspaper count, thirty millfan: rend- 
ers. All of these deur people of every 
denomination who do any thinking nt 
all, I am sure bave had similar dif} 
culties to those which 1 experienced 
difficulties in appreciating bow our 
Heavenly Father could be a good Ku 
ther, a good God, à loving Creator 
and yet provide for his human crer: 
tures such terrible destinies us all ile 
creeds of the “dark ages“ ket forth, 
There ls not a thinkfug Curb th 
the world who does not need the cor: 
rect. understanding of the ‘Bible in 
order to be able to stand in the evil 
day that is upon us, An need ro give 
heed to St. Paul's words, “Take unto 
you the whole armour of God. that 
to withstand In the 
1 53 done all, to 
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evil na" 6 : ana, 


Thinking minds are rejecting the 
doctrine of eternul torment and gener- 
ally at the same time rejecting the 
Bible and desying that it is the iu- 
splred Word of God. These, dear 
friends are stumbling into infidelity 
and think that Higher Criticism and 
Darwin's Evolution theory are new 
light. What they need is to see that 
the true light is In the Bible and that, 
wearing our grandfathers’ spectacles, 
we inherited the Word of God and 
wrested it to our own injury and to 
the loss of our peace of mind and fel- 
lowship with the Father and with the 
Son and with the holy Spirit. 


The Key to the Scriptures. 

Whoever gets the proper understand- 
ing of our text has in his possession 
the Key to the Bible. If he’ will use 
it, passage after passage will open for 
him and the whole Word of God be- 
comes a new and glorious revelation 
of Justice, Wisdom, Love and Power 
Divine. Jonah was in the fish's belly 
—he was buried alive. It is this that 
Is referred to in oùr text, The words 
hell-belly signify grave-belly or belly- 
grave. The context shows al) this, 
telling us additionally that sea-weeds 
were wrapped about the Prophet's 
head and that God heard his prayer 
and delivered him from the hell-belly, 
or belly-grave, on the third day by 
causing the fish to vomit him up. If 
you have a reference Bible note that 
in the margin there is a reference to 
the words of our text, saying, “He- 
brew, the grave.” Ab! says one, The 
translators merely made a mistake 
and transhted it hell when they should 
have translated it grave.’ Yes, I an- 
swer, and they made the same mis- 
take in every case In which they used 
the same word sheol throughout the 
Old Testament. As it is, sheol is trans- 
lated grave more times than it is trans- 
lated hell in our Common Version; but 
it should be translated grave every time. 
There we have the Key to the Bible. 
The teil of the Bible, the penalty for 
sin, Is.death, the grave, the tomb. It 
is not an everlasting hell, for special 
Scriptures declare that sheol (hell) shall 
be destroyed. “I will ransom them 
from the power of the grave (sheol); 1 
will redeem them from death; O death, 
I will be thy plagues; O grave (sheol, 
hell) 1 will be thy destruction” (Hosea 
xili, 14). St, Paul quotes this prophecy 
in conjunction with his grent discourse 
on the resurrection, “O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave (hades) where is 
thy victory” (1 Corinthians xv, 55). 

We see, dear friends, what our dear 


Redeemer suffered on our behalf to re- 


lease us from the penalty for sin. He 
did not go to eternal torment for our 
sins. He did go into sheol, into hades, 
into the grave. “Christ died for our 
sins, according to the Scriptures” (l 
Corinthians xv, 3). Thus Ged bas pro- 
vided for the resurrection of the dead 
—all mankind, “both of the just and of 
the unjust.“ The just are the Church, 
the saints. The unjust include all oth- 
ers. The blood of Jesus will avail ‘for 
the release of every member of the 
race from the great penalty of death. 
Now it operates under a special call 
to the saintly few who are invited to 
become joint-heirs with the Redeemer 
in his great Kingdom which shortly la 
to bless all the familles of the earth— 
not only those then living, but also all 
who have gone down to the tomb. The 
general resurrection will not be an In- 
stantnaneous one. as in the case of the 
saints. It will be a gradual one in 
two senses. 

(1) All will not come forth at once, 
but, as the Apostle declares, “Every 
man in his own order.” company or 
band (1 Corinthians xv, 23). 

(2) It will be gradual lu the sense 
that the awakening from the tomb will 
be but the beginning of the resurrec- 
tion of the world. During the thou- 
sand years of Christ's reign all who 
will give heed to his instru:tions and 
assistance may rise gradually—up, up. 
up—and by the close of the Millennium 
they will reach the full perfection and 
image of Cod lost by Father Adam 
through disobedience. The unwilling. 
those rebellious after the ligbt bas ful- 
ly come upon them, will be destroyed 
in the Second Death, from which there 
will be no recovery. They will perish 
as the brute ‘beasts. $ 

So, then, let us learn a lesson from 
Jonah's words, not forgetting the otb- 
er lesson mentioned by qur Lord when 
ne declares that Jona experiences 

the grave—the belly of the fish, and 
his release therefrom—foreshadowed 
his own experiences in the tomb and 

resurrection in power and great 
lory on the third day.

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In the worst rainstorm of the sea- 
son, one day in the middle of the 
eighteenth century, a man stood on a 
street corner of Lichfield, England. 
He was unprotected from the weather 
by so much as a great coat and wait- 
ed meekly, receiving the deluge of 
rain and jeers of passeraby: He was 
a giant in size and strength, enor- 
mously fat and clad in shabby, soiled 
garb. His ‘swollen, red face was 
blotched, scarred and distorted with 
scrofula and twitched uncontrollably, 
his great head rolled from side to 
side and he muttered constantly to 
himself. This strange figure was Dr. 
Samuel Johnson, greatest man of his 
day, and revolutionizer of the English 

His vigil in the rainstorm 
was but one of a thousand eccontric- 
ities. As a lad he had refused to go 
on an errand for his father one rainy 
day. Now 30 years later it had oc- 
curred to him to take this queer way 
of atoning for his boyish disobedi- 
ence. £ 

Johnson was the son of an old 
bookseller. He spent his boyhood 
reading ravenously every one of his 
father’s books he could lay hands on. 
He had the rare faculty of remember- 
ing everything he read. At 19, though 
miserably poor, he went to Oxford, 
There his ragged clothes, dirty linen 
and physical oddities made him a 
general laughing stock. Then his fa- 
ther lost what scant means he had 
had. For lack of funds: Samuel was 
forced to leave college without gradu- 
ation. He spent the next few years 
as schoolmaster, book writer, transla- 


tor and at any other work he could 


pick up. 
But his eccentricity, strange appear- 
ance and overstrung nerves proved 


a great drawback. His wagging head, 


facial grimaces, 
Eccentricity 


sloyenly, dirty 
clothes and linen 
Wrecked Coo. Sud, uncouth ie 

cess. pression, If he 
were asked to a literary reception he 
was quite likely to create a diver- 
sion by snatching off a lady’s slipper 
or clawing her false hair, or by sud- 
denly shouting a line from the Lord's 
Prayer. At the few dinners he was 
invited to the half-starved genius ate 
ravenously, tearing his food like a 
wild beast and growling over it. 

The English tongue and English lit- 
erature were growing. Certain ety- 
mologies and lexicons were in use, 
but the language had no dictionary 
worthy of the name. Several book- 
sellers combined and hired Johnson 
to compile, in two volumes, a com- 
plete dictionary of the English lan- 
guage. For this mammoth work he 
was allowed seven years’ times and 
$4,500, He was obliged to employe a 
small army of lesser writers to help 
him, and this quickly ate up his 
profits. He had no rich patron, as 
had most writers of the time, for he 
could not truekle to the great. He 
worked on in poverty. His wife died, 
leaving him alone in the world. These 
were the darkest years of Johnson's 
life. His mother, whom he had sup- 
ported out of his lean purse, also died, 
and to pay her funeral expenses he 
wrote his great philosophical novel 
“Ragselas.” 

Then, in 1755, appeared his great 
dictionary. It was not only the first 
real English dictionary ever pub- 
shed, but the clearness, scope and 
beautiful language of its definitions 
formed a new literary era and caused 
a fevoltuion in literature. 

Now that he was successful, the 
world flocked to do him homage. A 
coterie of writers, actors and states- 
men formed about him. He was their 
oracle and idol. With pompous superi- 
ority he tyrannised over them, 

bullied them, lec- 
Spolled by Pros- tured them, made 
perity. them listen in re- 
spectful silence to his endless ora- 
tions. At the Cheshire Cheese and 
other places of the kind he was wont 
to hold a species of semi- regal court, 
with himself as undisputed king and, 
despot. He grew indolent, shunned 
work of all sorts and lived on his 
past record. In earlier years he had 
railed at the custom of pension giv- 
ing, styling it “pay given to a state 
hireling to betray his country.” Yet 
when the new monarch, George III., 
offered him a pension of $1,500 a year 
Johnson promptly accepted. 

At about this time he met James. 
Boswell, a young Scotch lawyer. 
Johnson hated Scotland, but took a 
fancy to Boswell, saying in explana- 
tion; “Much may be done with a 
Scotchman if he is caught young.“ 
Boswell religiously took down all 


"' blographiea ever written. 
Johnson filled his house with beg: 
gata and decayed gentlefolk, whom he 
supported and who duarelled among 
themselves and bullied their benefac- 
tor as he bullied the world. 

But at length these mendicants died, 
ad did many of Johnson's closest 


HATS THAT CAN BE WASHED | 


Desirable for Children and Also Their 
Elders—Description of Pretty 
Model. 

A hat that can go into the wash- 
tub each week is essential for a child 
and desirable for grown-ups. A rather 
new model, that can be easily copied, 
bas two parts that are detchable and 
held together by buttons and straps. 
For the brim make a circle of heavy 
linen as large as you desire your hat 
to be. The proper size is easily 
gauged by measuring with a fiat, 
round straw hat that is becoming. 
Work the edge of circle with an ir 
regular seallop, heavily padded and 

duttonholed in white or a color. 

The brim can be worked with as 
simple or ‘as‘elaborate a design as is 
liked. A number of graduated satin 
stitch dots or eyelets are effective, 
or there can be a number of detached 
leaf sprays radiating from the crown 
of the hat and spreading toward the 
outer edge. These can be outlined 
ahd filled in with a darning stitch if 
time presses. 

An inner circle is cut out the size of 
crown of hat. Or it can be made 
slightly smaller and the edges slit at 
intervals to permit it to be basted 
smoothly to a frame if one be used. 

For the crown cut a smaller circle, 
the size to smoothly cover frame if 
one ig used or big enough to give an 
easy, shapely top when parta are 
joined. This circle fs cut with eight 
straps an inch wide and from two to 
two and a half inches long, according 
to height desired for crown. Between 
each strap the edge of circle is cut 
into a pointed scallop. 

The outer edge of circle and straps 
{s then buttonholed in a narrow edge 
about a quarter of an inch deep. In 
the end of each strap is put a length- 
wise buttonhole and corresponding 
buttons are put on the brim. Should 
the crown be used over a gauze frame 
the brim is first basted to it and the 
buttons put on frame, or both top and 
brim can be buttoned to it. 

The only trimming for this hat is a 
broad, soft ribbon drawn under the 
‘straps which hold the crown in place. 
For a little child this is pretty, fast- 
ened at each side with fluffy rosettes; 
for an older person the ribbon can be 
tied either at back or front in a big 
Alsatian bow. 

When a frame is not used a certain 
stiffness can be given to crown by 
running strip of buckram or canvas 
under the straps before the ribbon is 
slipped through. If preferred, the 
pointed scallops between straps can 
be made longer than. the usual scal- 
lop, so that they fall loosely over rib- 
bon when the hat is joined. 


OF LACE AND MATERIAL 


For a bodice in which the same ma- 
terial as skirt is wished to be intro- 
duced, this is a good idea, as there 
is not too much material about it; it 
is finely tucked for the vest, also for 
the sleeve bands, but is plain for the 
sleeves. Piece lace with a scalloped 
edge is used for the over-bodice, also 
for the epaulettes. A binding of vel- 
vet gives a firmness in the center of 
front, straps of velvet are taken 
across, and caught down by buttons. 

Materials required: One yard 46 
inches wide, two and one-half yards 
‘piece lace, one and one-fourth yard 
velvet, two buttons. 


Petticoats for Evening Wear. 

The question of petticoats for eve- 
ning wear is easily settled this year. 
A satin skirt of such ancient cut that 
it can no longer do duty even if cov- 
ered with an overdress of lace or net 
represents the ideal material for an 
up-to-date evening petticoat. If 
mounted on taffetas the gores must be 
unpicked, and the separate lengths of 
satin sponged with pure alcohol if 
soiled and the seams ironed out and 
a good paper pattern of one of the 
new fitted underskirts procured, so 
that the remodeled garment will lie 
perfectly flat over the hips and betray 
no fullness anywhere, 


Many Kinde of Cuffs. 

The choice of a cuff is as broad as 
the choice of a collar. The cheaper 
variety of shirt-waists have the 
straight stiffened cuff, cut like the one 
on a man's shirt, and held together 
with link buttons. 

It is far prettier, however, to avold 
this sign of a cheap walst and put on 
narrow turnover cuffa or wrinkle the 
sleeved over the wrist and finish with 
a tiny edge of Iaoe; then fasten with 
lade buttons. — .

PICTURESQUE HEADGEAR IS TO 
COME BACK. 


Has Been Popular with the. Fair Sex 
in Many Generatlons—Conveni- 
ent and Attractive for 
Long Journey. 


And now some fashion prophet, or, 
indeed, perchance a prophetess, fore- 
tella the turban as a feature of the 
mfilinery for the later season. The 
fact that this smart-looking close hat 
has already graced a race meeting in 
France seems sufficient to guarantee 
to the prophet that it will win out. 

If this turban, with its twisted dra- 
pery, is now an English favorite, as 
we have’ been informed, it was bf 
East Indian origin, and long ago it 
was distinctly Greek, and comes not 
without a pedigree—its past history is 
assured. A long popularity was en- 
joyed by it during the Madame de 
Stael days, when it was both street 
hat and evening headdress. We know 
of it pulled quite far down over the 
head, disclosing only some ringlets 
that escaped its bounds, and we well 
remember Thackeray’s dowagers 
whose plumes bobbed in unison with 
their turbaned heads and their indig- 
nation. 

The plume has given way before 
the more saucy-looking aigrette, as a 
trimming for the present turban, al- 
though its main attraction is the cov- 
ering, which is wrapped, rolled, fold- 
ed or twisted to sult the face beneath 
it. A fitted straw hat ts the body of 
the uptodate turban, sometimes 80 
close to the head as to be almost ball- 
shaped. The less extreme turban is a 
sewn tagal straw of. white or blue, 
which shows through the drapety, 
some of them, indeed, covered with 
folds of straw and foulard held on by 
a straw cabochon. 

These make excellent traveling 
hats. Others are swathed with white 
marquisette or Hberty crepe held in 
place by an ornamental hatpin; and 
again we are shown the white or 
dyed lace veil used as a covering for 
the straw, or a chiffon scarf or veil 
with a yard of its extreme length fall- 
ing over the shoulders—just as a 
touch of grace. 

The swathed turban ts most. con- 
venient and attractive for long jour- 
neys. The veil may be removed, 
pressed and replaced to gain the need- 
ed freshness, It is a joy to the clev- 
er woman, who can adapt one hat to 
ry dozen gowns, be their colors as 
visied as Joseph's coat. We can pic- 
ture the economical, resourceful wo- 
man wrapping her hat by turns with 
some harmonious foulard, a hand-run 
lace veil, three yards of automobile 
chiffon hemstitched at the ends or 
Bome scarf of iridescent gauze. 

A knowledge of the arts of draping 
and combining colors are very useful 
for the girl of the presant period. In 
the scarfs which everybody and her 
sister is wearing more depends upon 
the way they are arranged than on 
the material of which they are fash- 
foned. As to color, the dressmaker 
and the milliner may both do their 
work satisfactorily, but to put their 
efforts together charmingly depends 


largely upon the cleverness of the 
wearer.

A pretty collar can be made from 
a handkerchief. Choose one with a 
scalloped edge and a design of small 
embroidered flowers. 

Cut off three corners about two and 
a half inches in depth. Then make a 
stock of muslin and fasten the little 
tabs on it, one in the center and one 
on either side. The part that remains 
of the handkerchief is plaited, and 
forms the jabot, which is sewed at 
the bottom of the stock.

The taking of the census of the 
United States, wnich was begun last 
Friday, is an enormous task. It ia 
estimated that we havea population 
of about ninety millions, bat we can 


not be gure of that until the figures |, 


ate added up. In 1610, the total white 
population in the original area of the 
United States numbered 210 persons. 
The twelfth census, taken in 1900, re- 
corded a popalatien of 76,303,387. The 
people are now standing up fo be 
counted agait, but it will be sometime 
before we can say just how many of 
us there are; und it's going to cost a 
lot of money to get this information. 
The census of 1900 cost Uncle Sam 
about $18,000,000, Since then his land 
ed possessions have inereased and his 
family’ has gained about 15,000,000 
members. It is claimed that the 
American census is the largest, costli- 
est and most accurate taken in the 
world. The enumeration must bs fiu- 
ished within two weeks in the cities 
that had 6,000 population or over at 
the last cenans, and within thirty days 
in all other ureas. To perform this 
task promptly the United States will 
employ the services of 75,000 men. 
Tune farmers of this-country are ex 
peoted to make a fine showing in the 
coming cenens. About 45,000 of the 
enumerstors will carry agricultural 
schedules as well as those on popula- 
tion. Itis estimated that there are 
7,000,000 separate farmu in. America. 
In 1910 there were many millions ot 
dollars more of fixed capital invested 
in agriculture than thefe were 4b 
manutactores, and the farmers have 
been gotting better off ali the time. 
The cost of the present cénsas will 
be about 819,000,000, if the rate of 
increase hitnerto prevailing is main- 
tained. Bot it is believed that im- 
proved economical methods introduced 
by Director Dorand. will keep the 
expense at a rate muoh lower than 
that of any previous censos. Much 
saving has been effected by the intru- 
duction ot semi-automatic electrical 
card-panching, tabulating and sorting 
machines. The permanent forve of 
the census bureau inolades 700 clerks. 
When the new figures. and facta are 
sifted out and analyzed much valued 
information is expected to be obtained, 
not only with respect to the States, 
but aleo concerning our non-contig- 
uous possessions. The work 3n the 
whole is of the utmost importance and 
will afford us data for the solution of 
national problems that we cannot do 
without if we are to make intelligent

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ANCESTORS

Livingston Family

The great family of Livingston is 
supposed to have been founded by a 
Hungarian nobleman named Livingus, 
who accompanied Margaret Atheling 
to Scotland in 1067 when she came 
there to marry’ the king, Maloelm 
Canmore. Livingus decided to remain 
im Scotland and he was given a graat 
of land in West Lothian, which was 
called Livingston, or the home of 
Livingus, He had a son named Thur- 
stanus, who in turn had two sons, Wil- 
Ham- Alexander and Alexander. It 
was the latter, Alexander, who was 
the first to take the name of Living- 
ston as a surname, according to a cus- 
tom of his forefathers calling himself 
by the name of his estate. 

Alexander's son William was the am- 
cestor of the lords of Livingston, the 
fifth of whom was the direct ancestor 
of one Robert, who established the 
family in America about 1675. 


This Robert's father was John Liv- 
ingston, an energetic preacher of the 
Reformed church in Scotland. Under 
Charles II. he was banished for non- 
conformity and took refuge in Hol- 
land, where he died at Rotterdam in 
1673. Robert received his training 
and education in Holland and he 
learnd to speak French and Dutch as 
well as English. 


Of all the men whe came to this 
country at this or any other time, 
Robert Livingston seems to have been 
one of the luckiest and best fitted by 
temperament and training to cope 
with the hardships of the new world. 
Poor enough he was, with nothing but 
his hands and brains to depend upon 
for his future advancement, he imme- 
diately found a place in the life of the 
new world. In less than a year he 
was appointed clerk of the records in 
the village of Albany, where he set- 
tled, and within a few yehrs he had 
allied himself with several of the lead- 
ing families of the colony by his mar- 
riage with Alida Schuyler. 

She was the widow of Domine Nich- 
olas Van Rensselaer, the daughter of 
Col. Pieterse Schuyler of Albany, and 
she had a niece named Margareta 
Schuyler. When, a little later, Robert 
sent to Edinborough for his nephew 
and namesake, known as Robert Liv- 
ingston, Jr., to come and assist him in 
his growing business, a second Schuy- 
ler-Livingston marriage occurred—be- 
tween Margaret and Robert, Jr.—and 
thus the two families were deubly al 
lied. 


LIVINGSTON 


It is said that Robert could “turn 
his coat easier than any other man 
living.” And although he was thor- 
oughly truthful in all his political 
dealings, he always made the best of 
any chances he saw to gain an honest 
penny. But his usual good fortune 
failed him on one occasion, when he 
tried to suppress the pirates who had 
for years infested the coasts of the 


401.78 English colonies. 


When in 1695 he was in London he 
conceived a plan whereby he could 
suppress these marauders and at the 
same time gain a reward for his pains. 
His plan was to employ armed ships 
to cruise the Indian seas in search of 
plunder-laden pirate ships. 

Livingston had a brave and adven- 
turous friend who happened to be in 
London at the time and the company 
decided to put this man in charge of 
the first patrol ship. This choice was 
disastrous. For the brave friend, who 
was no other than Capt. Kidd himself, 
was unable to capture the pirates and 
therefore turned pirate himself. 

Robert Livingston had five sons and 
four daughters and three of the sons, 
Philip, Robert and Gilbert, really 
founded the family here, There were 
later many famous Livingstons whe 
played their part ip the country’s de 
velopment.

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Jerusalem, April 24.—My friends, we 
meet today for the worship of God in 


‘traditionally one of the most renowned 


meeting places in the whole earth. 
Tradition hus it that this is the game 
“upper room“ which was owned by one 
friendly to our Lord and his disciples 
and who granted it as their meeting 
place on several occasions most inti- 
mately associated. with the inaugura- 
tlon: of Christianity. Tradition also 
has it that this is the room mentioned 
by St. Mark in our text, where the 
disciples with the Lord partook of 
the last Jewish Passover Supper, after 
which Jesus instituted the Eucharist 
or Lord's Supper as an antitypical me- 
morial, taking the place of the Pass- 
over to all who accept Jesus as the 
Passover Lamb— The Lamb of God 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world” (John i, 29); “Christ our Pass- 


over is slain, therefore let us keep the 


feast” (1 Corinthians v, 7, 8), 

Tradition assures us that this is the 
same. room wentioned in the Book of 
Acts (l, 13) as the place where the 
Aposties resided and assembled for 
worship during the ten days following 
the Lord's ascension—the same “upper 
room, therefore, in which was mani- 
fested the acceptance of all the con- 
secrated followers of Jesus into Cove- 
nant relationship with God as “mem: 
bers of the Body of Christ, which Ir 
the Church.” Of course, our permis- 
sion to use this room for a publle serv- 
ice today was obtained only by pre- 
arrangement with those having it lu 
charge. True, traditions are not 1l- 
ways reliable. Surely, in almost every 
other part f the world it would be 
absurd to think of the preservation of 
the identity of a bouse like this for 
more than eighteen centuries. ` But 
here we have most peculiar condi- 
tions. The inhabitants of this, land 
seem to ‘have been content to leave 
things just as they found them from 
generation to generation, merely mak- 
ing such ‘slight repairs as were frou. 
time to time found ‘necessary. Here 
visitors come, look and depart, filled 
with a sacred awe, and bave done so 
for centuries, and the inhabitants. 
each intent upon ‘his own. ‘business, 
have ignored this in a manner hardly 
imaginable by Europeans. It is possi- 
ble therefore that tradition in this case 
and in other instances hereabouts, bas 
located correctly, Just as in Rome the 
prison in which Paul was confined is 
Indicated by tradition witb apparent 
accuracy. 


Christ Our Passover. 

We are favored not only in respect 
to the use of the room. but additional. 
ly if respect to the time of our visit 
and our use of it. This, according to 
Jewish reckoning. Is the first day of 
Passover. Week—it began last evening 
at 6 o'clock. The three hours preced: 
ing that marked the time of our Lord’s 
death and the begging by Joseph of 
Arimathea for the privilege ot bury - 
ing his body in his new tomb and the 
basty taking of our Lord from the 
cross and getting him only partially 
embalmed and the tomb closed and 
sealed before 6 o’clock—this day be- 
ginning at 6 o'clock being amongst 
the Jews, as the Apostle declared, an 
“high day.“ a Sabbath day of Special 
sacredness as the beginning of the 
Passover Feast-Week. 

As we look back to that memorable 
occasion we can sympathize with the 
Apostles and early believers in the 
blighting of all of thelr hopes by the 
apparent failure of Jesus to Make good 
his claim of Messiahship. We can im- 
agine better than we can describe their 
dejection, their disappointment. On 
the next day. corresponding to to- mor 
row, the two with whom Jesus met on 
the way to Emmaus said sadly, W. 
had trusted that It had been he why 
should have redeemed Israel" (Luke 
xxiv, 21). 

They had hoped that his miracles 
corroborating bis teaching, wheu In 
“snake as never mon spake,” were 
evidences thut be war the Mes 
siah. They had built thelr hopes, as 
Jews, that now finally God's promises 
to their nation would be fulfilled —tha: 
Israel shov'd be exalted in the earth 
in name and fame and power and au- 
thority to bless and to instruct “all the 
families of the earth.“ They bau 
hoped that Messiah would be the great 
King under whose beneficent reign, ax 
the great Mediator between God und 
“men, the long-promised blessing would 
come to the earth, They had hoped

Here aguin be 
would not shock them and overpower 
them by a vision of his glorfous pres- 
ence such as smote down Saul of Tar- 
sus on his way to Damascus, “shining

merely a phantom which they saw 
And then be ate with them, honeycomb 
and fish, us evidencing the fact that 
they were not being addressed by an 
ilusion, but by a corporeal belng 


while they still wondered with astat-

28) 
We are glad. dear friends, that. whut 
occurred at that first Pentecost and 
what bas continued al) through this 
Gospel Age, of Pentecostal blessing 
upon each individual member of the 
Body of Christ. is merely a foretaste 
of God's great favor towards Adam's 
race. As St. James declares (i, 18) the 
Church is merely “a kind of firat-fruits 
unto God of his creatures.” True, the 
first-fruits jn this case ts the very 
choicest—our Lord, the glorious Head 
and High Priest, and his saintly fol- 
lowers the antitypical under-priests of 
the Royal Priesthood. But a great 
blessing is yet to come, for there shall 
come a still greater outpouring of 
God's Spirit as mentioned in the same 
prophecy in the words, “After, those 
days, saith the Lord, I will pour out 
my Spirit upon all flesh; and your sons 
and your daughters shall seek for me. 
and your young men ahall see actually 
what your ancients dreamed of.” 

This will have Its fulfillment during 
the Millennial Age, not that the world 
in general will be begotten of the 
holy Spirit to a spirit nature like unto 
the angels and like unto Christ, as lu 
our case, but the Lord has promised 
to take away the stony heart and to 
give a heart of flesh to all the willing 
and obedient of mankind during that 
Millennial Day. In such, a right spirit 
shall be renewed as they become obedi- 
ent to the gracious arrangements of 
Messiah's universal Empire and that 
right spirit in man, that right dispoel- 
tion, will be the holy Spirit—God's 
Spirit or disposition. It was given to 
man originally when he was created 
perfect, upright, in the image and 
likeness of God. It was lost by sin 
and displaced by a spirit of selfishness 
and sometimes by a spirit of devilish- 
ness. It will be the great work of that 
thousand years of Messiah's Kingdom 
to lift mankind out of sin and selfisb- 
ness and death and to restore the will- 
ing and obdient to all that was lost 
in Adam and redeemed by the merit 
of the sacrifice at Calvary. With the 
close of the Millennia) Kingdom, God 
shows us that all who will not have 
attained to the possession of his hol; 
Spirit will be destroyed in the Second 
Death. Then there shall be no more 
sighing, nor crying, nor dying, no mote 
sin, no more sorrow, for all the former 
things of sin and death shall have 
passed awa,. It will be Christ on the 
throne who will make all things new. 

Supper In the Upper Room. 

In closing we ask that in connection 
with what we bave just said respect- 
ing this “Upper Room” and the bless- 
ings here conferred, you do not for- 
get the special privilege which some 
twenty or thirty of enjoyed in this 
same room on Fri evening last. 
We remind you afresh that that even- 
ing, after six o'clock, corresponded to 
the night in- which our Lord with bis 
disciptes first celebrated the memorial 
of his own death with the loaf and 
with the cup, traditionally in this same 
“Dpper Room.” Incidentally we remark 
that the early Christian Church used 


this same Jewish reckoning in the an, 


nual celebration of our Lord's death 
and resurrection, but that, lajer on. 
the method of calculating the date wan 
slightly modified so that this year 
Good Friday ond Easter, according to 
the revised Episcopallan Calendar, oc- 
cu nearly a month ago—March 
25-27. I feel sure that as long as 1 
live 1 shall not forget the blessed ex - 
periénces o? Friday evening and its 
memorial celebration, in this “Upper 
Room.“ of the great event which 
means so much to the Chureb and to 
the world—which symbolizes the pre- 
cious sacrifice of Christ and also, as 
the Apostle explains, symbolizes ‘the 
participation of all the faithful mem- 
bets of Christ in his sacrifice—in the 
broken loaf and In the cup of which 
we partake antitypically. May we. 
dear friends, prove so faithful to our 
consecration Vows that we will de in- 
cluded by our glorious Lord amongst 
those who shall be counted worthy to 
share also his cup of joy and glory- 
participation in bis Millennial King- 
dom and his glorious. work of bleasing 
all the families of the earth!

and mushrooms, it has the title of 
| “mo goe chop suey.” 

With each of these is served the 
Chinese condiment, brown and piqu- 
ant, known as see yu, or gee gow. It 
corresponds to our Worcestershire, 
and can be purchased from any Chi- 
nese dealer, as can the bean sprouts 
or water chestnuts that go with the 
dish. If it cannot be obtained, an ex- 
cellent imitation may be made by mix- 
ing equal parts ‘of Worcestershire 
sauce and Porto Rican molasses. Pea- 
nut oll is usually utilized in the ma- 
king of chop suey,’ but olive oll can 
be substituted with good results. It 
you cannot obtain bean sprouts, wrap 
some rice in a wet towel a few days 
before the dish is to be prepared. -If 
the towel is kept moist a sufficient 
quantity of rice sprouts may be ob- 
tained that will answer the same pur- 
pose. 

To prepare chop suey with mush- 
rooms for five persons, take one pound 
of the white meat of cold chicken or 
of young pig, and cut into slices about 
an inch long, half an inch wide and a 
quarter of an inch thick. Add two 
chickens’ livers, gizzards and hearts, 
also sliced; two stalks of celery and 
a half ounce green ginger root. Put 
four ounces olive oil into a frying pan 
over the fire, and when hot add the 
meat, celery and ginger. . 

As soon as lightly colored, add two 
tablespoonfuls vinegar, half a cup boil- 
ing water, a teaspoonful Worcester- 
shire sauce, a half teaspoonful salt, 
red and black pepper, cinnamon and 
cloves to taste, , 

When the pork and giblets are near- 
ly tender, add a small can mushrooms, 
a half cup bean sprouts (which you 


an get at any of the Chinese gro- 


cers’), French green peas, string 
beans chopped fine or asparagus tips. 
If you use the bean sprouts they must 
not cook too long, as they are better 
when not more than half done. Drain 
off the superfluous liquor, add a tea- 
spoonful of the brown see yu sauce, 
and serve with bowls of bofled rice 
and unlimited tea. 

Japanese Rice—A Japanese cook; 
famous for the light, snowy appear- 
ance of his rice, washes the uncooked 
grains through several waters until 
not a trace of milkiness is seen in 
the water. To two cupfuls of the rice 
he allows a quart of boiling water, 
cooking slowly for an hour ‘without 
stirring. From time to time he shakes 


the kettle, tipping it from side to side. 


When the water is all absorbed he lets 
it stand on the back of the stove to 
steam and plump,—Elma Paddock Tel- 
ford. 


Culinary Hints. 

Croutons for soup are most easily 
made by cutting stale bread about 
half an inch thick, buttering it thickly 
on both sides, cutting in half squares 
and baking in the oven until thrown. 

In preparing ingredients for chill 
sauce or other pickles if they are 
put up separately through the meat 
chopper, using the coarser teeth, 
much time is saved. 

The secret of appetizing drinks is to 
have freshly boiled water for hot bev- 
erages and water that is freshly drawn 
for cold drinks. 

A ham cooks most evenly on a gas 
stove, as the heat is more easily regu- 
lated. Never use a fork to a ham 
while cooking. 

When making soups or sauces if a 
little fiour is added to the milk it will 
prevent curdling. 


Celery Sauce. 

Prepare a smooth white sauce by 
blending over the fire two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and flour, then reducing 
with a pint of warm milk. Adda dozen 
stalks of celery. that have been 
minced fine ahd cooked tender fn just 
‘enough water to cover. Cook two 
minutes, season with salt and peper 
and serve with ‘boiled fowl. 


French Mustard (Creole Style). 

Work together three tablespoonfuls 
mustard and one cupful of sugar, add 
one egg and beat until smooth. Add 
little by little a cupful of vinegan, set. 
over the fire and cook three or four 
minutes, stirring all the time, When 
cold add a ‘tablespoonful of olive oll 
and beat all well together.
